THE ENFORCEMENT OF TH 
ORDINANCE, AND THE FIXING 
OF PENALTIES. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
ALBANY DOES ORDAIN AS FOL- 
LOWS: 

SECTION I. Definitions: The fol- 
lowing definitions shall apply in the 
interpretation and the enforcement 
of this Ordinance: 

A. Restaurant: The term “Restau- 
rant’ shall mean restaurant, coffee 
shop, cafeteria, short order cafe, lun- 
cheonette, tavern, sandwich stand, 
soda fountain, and all other eatin 
or drinking establishments, as wel 
as kitchens or other places in which 
food or drink is prepared for sale 
elsewh 

B. Itinerant restaurant: The term 
“itinerant restaurant’’ shall mean 
one operating for a temporary period 
in connection with a fair, carnival, 
circus, public exhibition ,or other 
similar gatherings. 

C. Employee: The term ‘‘employee’’! 
sha]l mean any person who handles 
food or drink during preparation o, 
serving or who comes in contact with 
any eating or cooking utensils, or; 
who is employed in a room in which 


food or drink is prepared or servea. 
D. Utensils: ‘‘Utensils’’ shall in- 
clude any kitchenware, tableware, 


glassware, cutlery, utensils, contain- 
ers, or other equipment with which | 
food or drink comes in contact dun- 
ing storage, preparation, or serving. 

E. Health Officer: The term 
“health officer’? shall mean the 
Health Officer of the City of Albany, 
or his authorized representative: 

F, Person: The word ‘‘person’’ shall 
mean person, firm, corporation, or 
association, 

SECTION II. Permits: It shall be 
unlawful for any person to operate 
a restaurant in the City of Albany 
who does not possess an unrevoked 
permit from the health officer. Such 
permit shall be posted in a conspicu 
ous place. Only persons who comply 
with the requirements of this ordin- 
ance shall be entitled to receive and 
retain such a permit. 

Such a permit may be temporarily 
suspended by the health officer upon 
the violation by the holder of any o1 
the terms of this ordinance, or re-j 
voked after an opportunity for a, 
hearing by the health officer upon 
serious or repeated violation. 

SECTION III, Examination ana 
condemnation of unwholesome or 
adulterated food or drink: Samples} 
of food, drink, and other substances 
may be taken and examined by the 
health officer as often as may be 
necessary for the detection of un- 
wholesomeness or adulteration. The 
health officer may condemn and for- 
bid the sale of or cause to be re- 
moved, denatured, or destroyed, anv 
food or drink, which is unwholesome 
or adulterated 





SECTION IV: Sanitation require 
ments for restaurants: All restau- 
rants shall comply with all of the 


folowing items of sanitation, and alt 
State and Municipal 
statutes. 

Item 1. Floors: The floors of all 
rooms in which food or drink is stor- 
ed, prepared, or served, or in which 
utensils are washed, shall be con- 
structed of cernent, Wwoodecoverea 
with mastic or other impervious sub- 
stance as to be easily cleaned, shall 
be kept clean and in good repair. All 





floors shall be constructed with cove 
base and shall be rat resistant 
throughout. Such construction shall 


he done under the supervision of the 
City Engineer, and after obtaining 
proper permits therefor. 

Item 2. Walls and ceilings: Walls 
and ceilings of all rooms shall be 
kept clean and in good repair. Al 
walls and ceilings of rooms in which 
food or drink is stored or prepared 
shall be finished in light color, The 
walls of all rooms in which food or 
drink is prepared or utensils are 
washed, shall have painted surfaces 
which are smooth and washable. All 
stoves and ranges shall be proyidea 
with metal hoods ventilated with a 
ventilator, or a flue of adequate size 
arranged and maintained to carry of. 
odors. Cooking stoves and ranges 
shall be placed not less than twenty 
inches from any wall in restauants 
of new construction, 





Item 3. Doors and windows: All 
openings into the outer air hall be 


effectively screened and doors shall 
be self-closing, unless other effective 
means are provided to prevent the 
entrance of flies. All windows shall 
be of flush construction without sills 
in case of new construction or re- 
modeling of premises. 

Item 4. Lighting: All rooms ih 
which food or drink is stored, pre- 
pared, or served, or in which utensils 
are washed, shall be well-lighted. — 

Item 5. Ventilation: All rooms in 
which food or drink is stored, pre- 


pared, or served, or in which uten- 
sis are washed, shall be well-ven- 
tilated. 


Item 6. Toilet facilities: Every res- 
taurant shall be provided with aae- 
quate and conveniently located toilet 
facilities for each sex. All toilets 
shall be ventilated adequately to the 
outside air, and shall not open into 
a room in which food is prepercas 
The doors of all toilets shall be self- 





closing. Said facilities shall comply | 
with the state Health and Safety 
Code now or hereafter in effect. 


Item 7. Water Supply: Hot and cold 
running water under pressure shal 
be installed in al] rooms in which: 
food is prepared of utensils are wash- 
ed, and the water supply shall be 
=dequate and of safe sanitary qual-| 
ity. 

item 8. Lavatory facilities: Ade- 
quate and convenient hand washing 
facilities shall be provided, including 
hot and cold running water, soap dis- 
pensers, and single service towe zt 
The use of a common towel is pro- 





hibited. No employees shall resume 
work after using the toilet room 





without first washing his hands. | 

Item 9. Construction of utensils ana 
equipment: All multi-use utensils and 
all show and display cases or win- 
dows, counters, shelves, tables, 
frigerating equipment, sinks. anda 
other equipment or utensils used in 
connection with the operation of a 
restaurant shall be so constructed as 
to be ily cleaned and shall be kept 
elean and in good repair. Utensils 
containing or plated with cadmium 
or lead shall not be used: Provided, 
that solder containing lead may be 
used for jointing.

SECTION V: Reinstatement of per- 
mit: Any restaurant, the permit of 
which has been suspended, may at 
any time make application for the 
reinstatement of the permit. 

Within one wook after the receipt 
of a satisfactory application, accom- 
panied by a statement signed by the 
applicant to the effect that the vio- 


| lated provision or provisions of this 


ordinance have been conformed with, 
the health officer shall make a re- 
inspection, and thereafter as many 
additional re-inspections as he may 
deem necessary to assure himselt 
that the applicant is again comply- 
ing with the requirements, and in 
case the findings indicate compliance, 
shall reinstate the permit. 

SECTION VI: Disease Control: No 
person who is affected with any 
disease in a communicavle forga or 
is a carwier of such disease, shall 
work in any restaurant, and no res- 
taurant shall employe any such per- 
son or any person suspected of being 
affected with any disease in a com- 
municable form or of being a carrier 
of such disease. If the restaurant 
manager suspects that any em- 
ployee has contracted any disease in 
a communicable form or has become 
a carrier of such disease, he shal 
notify the health officer immediately. 

SECTION VII: Procedure when in- 
stion suspected: Wlgm suspicion 
2s as to the possibility of trans- 
sion of infection from any _ res- 
taurant employee, the health officer 
is authorized to require any or all 
of the following measures: (1) the 
immediate exclusion of the employee 
from all restaurants; (2) the imme- 
diate closing of the restaurant con- 
cerned until no further danger of 
disease outbreak exists, in tne opin- 
ion of the health officer; (3) adequate 











medical examinations of the em+ 
ployee and of his associates, with 
suc laboratory examinations as 
may be indicated. 

SECTION VIII: Penalties: Any 
person violating provisions of this 


ordinance shall be deemed guilty o1 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punishable by im- 
prisonment in the City Jail, or in 
the County Jail of the County of Ala- 
meda, not to exceed ninety (90) days, 
or by a fine not to exceed Three Hun 
dred ($300.00) Dollars, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 

SECTION IX: Repeal and date of 
effect: All ordinances and parts of 
ordinances in conflict with this ord- 
inance are hereby repealed and this 
ordinance shall be in full force anu 
effect immediately upon its adop- 
tion and its publication as provided 
by law. 






“SECTION X: Unconstitutionality 
clause: Should any section, para- 
graph, sentence, clause or phrase o1 


this ordinance be declared unconsti- 
tutional or invalid for any reason, 
the remainder of said ordinances 
shall not be a ffected thereby. 

SECTION XI: Publication: This 
Ordinance shall be published once in 
the ‘ALBANY TIMES," a newspaper 
of general circulation within the City 
of Albany, which said newspaper is 
hereby designated for that purpose.
